From 
the days of tile landing of tho pil­ 
grims u n t’l tho close of tho civil war 
then* was almost everywhere a super­ 
abundance of trees. Tho marvelous in­ 
crease in population, tho wonderful de­ 
velopment of the country since that 
time, ffave, however, long ago put on 
entirely different face on tho forest 


question. 
I lie scarcity of tim ber in 
many parts of the country and the 
rapid disappearance of many of the 
more valuable varieties are now appre­ 
ciated by everybody. Hickory for w ag­ 
on stock is almost unobtainable; w al­ 
nut furniture has gone out because 
walnut lumber is no longer to be 
found; we are going to H onduras for 
mahogany. 
Intelligent men can tell 
you alm ost to a year how long the sup­ 
ply of w hite pine will hold out at tho 
present rate of consumption -only a 
few years. The mills along the Missis­ 
sippi from Minneapolis to St. Louis are 
doomed. 
The vast bodies of Georgia 
pine are melting aw ay as fast as scores 
of mills can convert them into lumber. 
Even our mountain forests fire going 
the sam e way. 
The vast accum ula­ 
tions of the Sierras are vanishing wit Ii 
a rapidity th a t alarm s even tho most 
sanguine optimist of the land of gold. 
In Oregon and W ashington men are 
like the dwellers by the W abash—they 
think the trees a nuisance; they prefer 
hopyards and Wheatfields. 
Add to all 
this the destruction w rought by fire, a 
Gehenna th a t never goes out, millions 
of dollars lost in n single y ear—add all 
this, and it becomes evident to the 
least observing th a t even in America 
the tim e for the forester has come. 
All this has reference to our tim ber 
supply only, but let us not forget that 
every other factor in the forest prole 
loin is clinally upon us. 
Our rivers 
are everywhere choked with the prod 
nets of erosion, our valleys torii by 
freshets and floods, while in localities 
far too m any tile steady flow of moun­ 
tain stream s on which irrigation de­ 
pends lins been exchanged for alter­ 
nating failure and flood. 
This is not 
tile voice of the pessimist; this is a 
simple statem ent of w hat any one 
may see who chooses to give the m at­ 
ter the slightest attention.

l h e scarcity of tim ber In 
many parts of the country and the 
rapid disappearance of many of the 
more valuable varieties are now appre­ 
ciated by everybody. Hickory for w ag­ 
on stock is alm ost unobtainable: w al­ 
nut furniture has gone out because 
w alnut lumber Is no longer to be 
found; we are going to H onduras for 
mahogany. 
Intelligent men can tell 
you alm ost to a year how long the sup­ 
ply of w hite pine will hold out at tho 
present rate of consum ption—only a 
few years. The mills along tho Missis­ 
sippi from Minneapolis to St. I.ouls are 
doomed. 
The vast bodies of Georgia 
pine are melting aw ay as fast as scores 
of mills can convert them into lumber. 
Even our mountain forests are going 
the sam e way. 
The vast accum ula­ 
tions of the Sierras are vanishing with 
a rapidity th at alarm s even the most 
sanguine optim ist of the land of gold. 
In Oregon and W ashington men are 
like the dwellers by the W abash—they 
think the trees a nuisance; they prefer 
bopynrds and wheatflelds. 
Add to all 
this the destruction w rought by lire, a 
Gehenna th at never goes out, millions 
of dollars lost in a single y ear—add nil 
this, and it becomes evident to the 
least observing th a t even in America 
the tim e for the forester lias come. 
All this has reference to our tim ber 
supply only, but let us not forget that 
every other factor in the forest prob­ 
lem is equally upon us. 
O ur rivers 
are everyw here choked with the prod­ 
ucts of erosion, our valleys torn by 
freshets and floods, while iu localities 
far too m any th e steady flow of moun­ 
tain stream s on which Irrigation de 
pends has been exchanged for alter 
nating failure and flood. 
This is not 
the voice of the pessimist; this is a 
simple statem ent of w hat any one 
may see who chooses to give the m at­ 
ter the slightest attention. 
Now, tin* A m ericans are a proud 
people. 
They are not anxious to ap- 
penr before the world incompetent in 
affairs of simple business, the wise 
use of the natural resources which are 
so much their boast; they are a cour­ 
ageous people and do not hesitate to 
act oneo the time for action seems 
fully to have arrived. 
We have there­ 
fore the highest expectation th a t iu 
tho m atters of forestry, as in other 
fields of effort, American enterprise 
I will yet prove itself adequate. 
Iu* 
i deed, a beginning has been made. 
All 
unnoticed, for more than twenty-five 
years patriotic men have been striving 
to educate our people for Just such a 
| time as the present. 
We have, in fact, 
for years maintained a commission of 
j forestry in connection with the depart­ 
ment of agriculture, 
but its duties 
have been advisory only. 
Its publica- 
| tions, however, aided by the voluntary 
efforts of various forestry associations 
in all the older states, have kept tho 
question alive and ever before the 
public. 
Up to 181)1 nothing w hatever 
was done by tho governm ent of the 
United States in the way of caring for 
its public forest lands. 
In tiie words 
of 
Mr. 
Fernow, 
“T he 
government 
seemed to he anxious to bo rid of the 
land, and tlie people seemed anxious 
to get rid of the tim ber.” 
The forests 
of the country were simply Indiscrim­ 
inately plundered, sometimes in ac­ 
cordance with the form s of Jaw, more 
frequently without. 
Iu March. 181)1, 
1’resident Ilarrlson by proclamation 
set a p art the first forest reserve, about 
1,200,000 acres, since called the Yel­ 
lowstone park reservation.

by nature assigned to the pr*<i;;etl u 
of arboreous vegetation and to little oi 
nothing else. 
But this very fact suggests that the 
problem shows still another solution. 
It is an encouraging sign of the times 
that already great m anufacturing eou- 
fcrns and establishm ents using q u an ­ 
tities of lumber of certain special sorts 
are beginning to show alarm as they 
discover that the supply of the partic­ 
ular kind of wood dem anded is not in­ 
exhaustible, but quite the reverse. For 
instance, men may buy a county or two 
of standing oak in Arkansas or in 
southeastern Missouri. By clearing this 
of course it will furnish a supply of 
oak lumber for a limited number of 
years and then nothing. 
By the r a ­ 
tional methods of forestry a much 
sm aller area of woodland would meet 
the dem and and be perennial. The in­ 
telligent forester will elaborate a work 
iug plan by which the supply will be 
furnished your after year and yet re­ 
main a better source of supply than at 
the outset because furnishing a bettei 
quality of timber. Once the cause of 
forestry in this country receives tin 
help, the interested help, of the great 
lumber and wood corporations of tin 
country reform ation in the care of our 
forest resources will not tarry long.

JIE more obvious purposes of 
forestry being, as we have 
seen, the conservation and per­ 
petuation of forest wealth, it 
is easy to see that in such a country 
us our own such science would hither­ 


to And little hearing. To the average 
American one word was needed t<* de­ 
scribe tho resources of his country, for­ 
est resources and nil—inexhaustible, 
besides, were lite forests not largely in 
the way of better things? The wal­ 
nuts, hickories, sycamores, however 
splendid, of the Wabash valley must 
of right give way to agriculture, to 
support ail aggressive and rapidly 
growing popu’ation of farmers. From 
the days of tile landing of the pil­ 
grims unt’l the close of tile civil war 
thoro was almost everywhere a super­ 
abundance of trees. Tho marvelous in­ 
crease in population, the wonderful de­ 
velopment of the country since that 
time, ffavo, however, long ago put an 
entirely different face on the forest

question, m e scarcity of timber iii 
many parts of the country and the 
rapid disappearance of many of the 
more valuable varieties are now appre­ 
ciated by everybody. Hickory for wag­ 
on stock is almost unobtainable; wal­ 
nut furniture bas gone out because 
walnut lumber is no longer to be 
found; we are going to Honduras for 
mahogany. 
Intelligent men eau tell 
you almost to a year how long the sup­ 
ply of white pine trill hold out at tho 
present tate of consumption—only a 
few years. The mills along the Missis­ 
sippi from Minneapolis to St. Louis are 
doomed. The vast bodies of Georgia 
pine are melting away as fast as scores 
of mills can convert them into lumber. 
Even our mountain forests are going 
the same way. The vast accumula­ 
tions of the Sierras are vanishing with 
a rapidity that alarms even the most 
sanguine optimist of the land of gold. 
In Oregon and Washington men are 
like the dwellers by tile Wabash—their 
think the trees a nuisance; they prefer 
bopyards and Wheatfields. Add to all 
this tile destruction wrought by fire, a 
Gehenna that never goes out, millions 
of dollars lost in a single year—add nil 
this, and it becomes evident to the 
least observing Hint even in America 
the time for the forester has come. 
All this has reference to our timber 
supply only, but let us not forget that 
every other factor in the forest prob­ 
lem is equally upon us. 
Our rivers 
are everywhere choked with the prod 
nets of erosion, our valleys torii by 
freshets and floods, while in localities 
far too many the steady flow of moun­ 
tain streams on which irrigation de­ 
pends has been exchanged for alter­ 
nating failure and flood. 
This is not 
the voice of the pessimist; this is a 
simple statement of what any one 
may see who chooses to give the mat­ 
ter the slightest attention. 
Now, the Americans are a proud 
people. 
They are not anxious to ap­ 
pear before the world incompetent in 
affairs of simple business, the wise 
use of the natural resources which are 
so much their boast; they are a cour­ 
ageous people and do not hesitate to 
act once the time for action seems 
fully to have arrived. We have there­ 
fore the highest expectation that in 
Ute matters of forestry, as in other 
fields of effort, American enterprise 
will yet prove itself adequate. 
In­ 
deed, a beginning has been made. All 
unnoticed, for more than twenty-five 
years patriotic men have been striving 
to educate our people for just such a 
time as the present. We have, in fact, 
for years maintained a commission of 
forestry in connection with the depart­ 
ment of agriculture, but its duties 
have been advisory only. 
Its publica­ 
tions, however, aided by the voluntary 
efforts of various forestry associations 
in all the older states, have kept tile 
question alive and ever before tile 
public. 
Up to 1891 nothing whatever 
was done by the government of the 
United States in the way of caring for 
its public forest lands. 
In the words 
of 
Mr. 
Fernow, 
“The government 
seemed to be anxious to be rid of the 
land, and the people seemed anxious 
to get rid of the timber.” The forests 
of the country were simply indiscrim­ 
inately plundered, sometimes in ac­ 
cordance with the forms of law, more 
frequently without. 
In March, 1891, 
President Harrison by proclamation 
set apart the first forest reserve, about 
1,200,000 acres, since called the Yel­ 
lowstone park reservation. 
I*resident 
Harrison continued the same policy 
during his entire administration, set­ 
ting apart thus altogether some 14,- 
000,000 acres. 
President Cleveland, 
advised by his ever to be remembered 
secretary 
of 
agriculture. 
Secretary 
Morton, continued along tile same line, 
adding during his second administra­ 
tion 27.'KW,OOO acres more. 
Iii tile 
same way President McKinley reserv­ 
ed about 6,500,000 acres more, bring­

But this very fact suggests that the 
problem shows still another solution. 
It is an encouraging sign of the times 
that already great manufacturing con­ 
cerns anti establishments using quan­ 
tities of lumber of certain special sorts 
are beginning to show alarm as they 
discover that the supply of tho partic­ 
ular kind of wood demanded is not in­ 
exhaustible, but quite the reverse. For 
instance, men may buy a county or two 
of standing oak in Arkansas or in 


I southeastern Missouri. By clearing this 
of course it will furnish a supply of 
oak lumber for a limited number of 
years and then nothing. By the ra­ 
tional methods of forestry a much 
smaller aren of woodland would moot 
the demand and be perennial. The in­ 
telligent forester will elaborate a work 
ing plan by which the supply will be 
furnished your after year and yet re 
main a better source of supply than at 
tho outset because furnishing a bettei 
quality of timber. Once the cause of 
forestry in this country receives tile 
help. the interested help. of the great 
lumber and wood corporations of th* 
country reformation iii the care of our 
forest resources will not tarry long.

Tin* man 
who founds a forest will be honored iii 
days to come beyond the fame of him 
who founds a college. Colleges and uni­ 
versities we have in plenty and shall 
have as the popular need demands, but 
endowments for forest maintenance 
are few. In the northwest forests have 
made multimillionaires of many lum­ 
bermen. How eau such fortunes do for 
humanity a greater service than by re­ 
storing, at least in some degree, for fu­ 
ture generations those conditions which 
have proved so beneficent in this? 
We need schools of forestry. 
There 
should be at least one for each of these 
reserves, to study it, to plan for it, to 
control its use. All experience proves, 
and no one doubts, that once set in or­ 
der tile forest will pay for its own care. 
The trouble today is the absolute lack 
of responsibility and intelligent control. 
The people themselves are indeed be­ 
ginning to be informed as to the needs 
of the situation,but the feasible method 
of dealing with the problem doubtless
